Ash-Shaakir, Ash-Shakoor 

The Thankful, thc Grateful 


Meaning He frequently blesses and rewards His obedient seivants abuudantly and is pleased 
with little gratihide fram His seivants in rettun foi His countless blessings. 

Occurrenee: Ash-Shaahr. ftvice; Ash-Shukcoi: 4 times. 

Evidence: "Allah is Grateful and Ever Forbearing." iSmt At-Taghuibm 6417); "Sttrely, Allah is 
Thanhful, AllKnowing." (Sumtal-Biufmh 2:153)

The All-Hearing 


Meaning: Allali liears and is aware of all secrets wittiout exception. He liears everytliing people 
say and whatever His aeation utters. Nothing is liidden froni Hirn, and He is the All-Hearing 
who aimvers tlie prayer of those who pray to Him. 

Occuirence: 43 times. 

Evidence: "He is the All-Hearing, tlie All-Seeing.'' (Surat Ash-SJwm, 42:11)

The All-Seeing 



Meaning: He is tlie One whose siglit encompasses eveiytliing that is conceivable, liidden 01 
apparent, «o mattei how liiddeit or srnall it may be. 

Occurrence: 42 tirnes. 

Evidence: "Suiely, He is aware oi and sees His seivants." iSumlAsh-Shocm. 42:27) 











Al-Qareeb 

The One Who Is Ever Ncar 


Meaning: He is elose to everyoue becanse of His inunense knowledge and constant observa tion 
and awareness. He is also elose to those of His slaves who worship Him, invoke Hini and love 
Hini, and He gives theni tlie assistance and snpport they need and answers their prayers. 

Occurrence: 3 tinies. 

Evidence: "And when My servants ask you conceming Me, then surely I ain veiy near; I answei 
tlie prayer of tl\e supplicant when he calls on Me." (SiitatAt-Rnpmh 2:186) 





Al-Mujeeb 

The Ever Responsive 


Meaning: Allali favotirably responds to tlie supplications and requests of His slaves. He 
answers tlieii supplications and giants their reqnests. 

Occurrence: once. 

Evidence: "Indeed, my Lord is Evei Near, ready to answer." (SumtHud, 11:61) 




Meaning He is tlie One from. whom uothing is liidden. He encompasses eveiything mth His 
knowledge and keeps strict count of all tliiiigs. 


Occurrence: 8 times. 


Evidence: "...And Allah encompasses the unbelieveis." (SuratAl-Eayimli2:19) 






Evidence: "Allali is sufficieiit as a Reckoner" (SumlAn-Nmi' i6) 












Meaning: Allali is so generous dia t His inmiense generosity reaclies all His slaves. He grants 
wha tevei he wills to wliomevei He ■wills. Tliis includes guidance to His tnie religion, siistenance 
and cnre honi diseases. 

Occurrence: 3 tinies. 

E vidence: "Or do diey possess the treasmes of tlie meicy of yom Loid, tlie All Mighty, die Ever 
Giving?" f SurutSmii 38:9) 








Al-Muqeet 

The Maintainer, the One who 
lias Power over Evcrytliing 


Meaning: He has power ovei all tliiiigs aud is tlie One who provides sustenance. Allah decrees 
the needs ol His creation, in His immense knowledge, and then provides them with whatever 
tliey need according to His will and thtis preseives tliem with wliatevei - He grants them. 

Occurrence: once. 

Evidence: "Allah has power over everything." (SuratAibNmi', 4.85) 





Meaning: The Withholder is the One who tahes away sotils, provision and whatever He 
pleases, and the Expander is the One who gives provision, mercy and whatever He wishes. He 
is also the One who stretehes out His Hands so that the believers may repent and tum to Him. 
These two names are among tliose names of Allah wluch ahvays conie togetlier, lor absolute 
perfection is realised in tlieii' combination, and they cannotbe used separately. 

Oecurrence: Tliese names aie not mentioned in tlie Holy Qur'anbutrathei in tlie Propliet's Sunntlk 

Evidence: The Prophet, may Allah bless him and giant liim peace, said, "Allah is the one Who 
fixes piices and who vWtllllolds and gives abmidailtly." (R«ported by At-Tirmidhee and Abu Daan-ocd) 







Al-Muqaddim, Al-Mu’akh-khir 

The Advanccr, thc Delaycr 


Meaning: He places tliiiigs wliere tliey sliottld exadly belong. He advances and postpones 
whatevei He pleases in His infmite wisdom and absolute justice. He decreed everything 
before He created tlie creatioii. He promotes wbomevei He wills to tlie higher positions of tlie 
rigbteous predecessors and delays and holdsbach whomever he wills, in His absolute wisdom 
and justice. No one can advance whatevei' He delays, nor delay whatevei He advances. 

Occurrence: Tliese names are not mentioned in tlie Holy Qur’anbut rather in tlie Propliet's Simak 

Evidence: The Prophet, may Allah bless hini and giant hirn peace, said,.You (Le. Allah) are 
tlie Advaucei and You are tlie Delayei..." (Feported by Al-Bukhaar«e and Muslim) 





Ar-Rafeeq 

The Most Gendc 


Meaning Allali is gentle m His aetions, His legislation and His judgement He created tlie 
creation and legislated laws in gradual stages with His inimense wisdom and in sucli a way as 
to niake tliese laws appropriate and siniple for his servants. Ai-Rafcci] also means tlie One who 
treats His servants with kindness and lenieney. 

Occurrence: Tiris narne is not mentioned in tlie Holy Qtu’an but ratlier m tlieProphet's Sunnoll. 

Evidence: The Messenger of Allah, niay Allah bless him and grant him peace, said, "Allah is 
gentle and loves those who are gentle. He gives for gentleness tliat which He does not give for 
haislineSS." (Reported by AKmad) 





AI-Mannaan 

The Bestower 


Meaning: He is tlie One who graciously gives favouis and gifts even before He is aslced. He 
is the One who shows ldndness to His creation by bestowing His blessings upon them and 
providing them with eveiything tliey need. He also bestows His ldndness on tlie righteous 
believersby guiding tliem, assisting them and grantmg them trae faith. 

Occurrence: Tliis narne is not mentioned in tlie Holy Qm'anbut ratlier in the Prophet's Suwali. 

Evidence: The Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, said, "O Allah! I ask Yonby 
virtue of the faet diat all piaise is due to Yoti; none has tlie riglit to be worsliiped but Yon, the 
Bestowei'.. (Reported by A t-Tirmidhee; Abu Daawaod. Sheikh Al- Albaane* dajsified it as authsnhc 'sakcll ) 





Al-Jawwaad 

The Most Gcncrous 


Meaning: He gives abtindantly to allHis cieatures without exception andbestows on tlieniHis 
kindness and coiuitless giaces and blessings. He excltisively bestows on tlie rigliteoiis believers 
certain blessings in tliis Hfe and in tlie hereafter. 

Occurrence: Tliis name is not nientionedm tlie Holy Our'anbut ratlier in the Propliet's Sunntih. 

E vidence: Tbe Prophet, inay Allali bless liini and giant liini peace, said, "Allali is Most Generous 
andHeloves generosity." (FepcrtedbyAt-Tirmidhee) 





Al-Muhsin 

The Benefactor, the Docrof Good 


Meaning He provides whatever He has cieated with comitless blessings and tlie One wlio lias 
perfected, sustained, and gitided everything He has cieated. 

Occurrence: This name is not mentioned in the Holy Qur'an but lather in the Prophet's Simuli. 

Evidence: The Piophet, may Allahblesshim and gianthinipeace, said, "...Allah is the Doer ol 
Good and He loves [to see His slaves] do good." (At-TataUMC. Classifi«d as snhcch 'auth*ntic' by Sheih 
ATAIbaanee) 





Meaning: Allah ahvays coveis His slaves' faiilts and never exposes them. He also lilces them to 
conceal tlieii sins and avoid wha tever is bottud to dishonour them, being aware of His presence 
and sliowing Hhn tlie respect due to Hini. 

Occurrence: Tlus name is not mentioned in the Holy Qui'anbutratherin tlie Prophet's Slffl.Mlh. I 151 

Evidence: The Messenger of Allah, niay Allah bless hirn and grant liim peace, said, "Allah, 
Glorified and SttbHine be He, is modest and concealing, and He loves modesty and 
conceahnent..." (KeportedbyAt-Tirmidhet and AbuDaawood)

people accoiding to their deeds.

Evidence: The Prophet, may Allah bless hhu and giant hini peace, said,".. .Then He (Allah) will 
call out to them with a voice that tliose far off will hear jtist as tliose nearby v\t!1 hear): I ani the 
King. I ani tlie Sllpienie Judge.. (Al-Haalam. Slidh Al-Albaanee classified it as liwil 'good'.) 







Meaning He is well awaie of all pliysical and spiritual diseases as well as tlieii remedy, and 
He is the only One who can lieal them. There is no ctue except His cnre, and none can relieve 
suifering. His legislation is tlie panacea for all hmnanity's ills and tlie source of lmnianity's 
good and wellbeing. 

Occurrence: Tliis name is not mentioned in tlie Holy Qnr'anbut ratliei - in tlie Piopliet's Sunnall. 

Evidence: Tlie Piopliet, may AHali bless hini and giant liirn peace, said, "Reinove tlie disease, 
O Lord of manlcind, and cuie [hini/lier], for You are tlie Great Ctuer.. (Keported by Al-Bukhaaree) 
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As-Sayyid 

The Master 


Meaning: He is tlie Master o f allcreation and allcreation without exception are His slaves who 
hun to none but Him and who actby His command. 

Occurrence: Tiris name is not mentionedin tlie Holy Qur'anbut rather in the Prophet's Sunrttfa 
Evidence: The Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, said, "The Master is Allah." 

(Rtported by Ahmad and Abu Daawoed: Sahedi) 





Meaning: He is tlie One and Unitpte for whom tliere is 110 partner or equal 

Occurrence: Tiris name is not nientioned in tl\e Holy Qur'an but rather in tlie Prophet's SlOWah. 

Evidence: Tlie Propliet, may Allali bless liiin and grant him peace, said, "Snrely, Allali isAl-Witi 
(ie. One wlio has no equal) ( and He HkesAl-Wif/ [prayer]." (Reportedby Muslim) 




Al-Hayiyy 

The All-Modest 


Meaning: Modesty, as a diviiie attribute, is a perfect quality befitting none but Him and. suits 
His majesty and greatness to tlie exclusion of all creation. Titis niodesty is in no way similar to 
niodesty displayedby any of His creatuies, for it denotes His all-encompassing raercy, peifect 
grace and kindness, and great forgiveness and forbearance. 

Oecurrence: Titis name is not nientioned in tlie Holy Qtu 'an but ratliei in tlie Propliet's Sunndh 
(tradition). 

Evidenee: Tlie Messenger of Allab, may Allali bless biin and grant him peace, said, "Your Lord 
is niodest and generous and would never hun tlie liands of sonteone witliout gain when he 
raises them to Him [in supplication]." (FeportedbyAt-Tmntcihe» and AbuDaawood) 





Meaning: Allah is free oi any iiuperfectiou. He is good and pme iu His being, His actions, His 
names and His attributes. He loves those who are good and pme and accepts only tliat wluch 
is good and pme. 

Occurrence: T his naine is not nientioned in tlie Holy Qm'anbut latlier in the Prophet's Slinnah. 

Evidence: Tlie Messenger of AHali, niay Allah bless him and grant hini peace, said, "O people! 
Allah is Pme and, tlierefore, accepts only that which is pme... (Reported byMuslim) 





Meaning: He is tlie real provider No one can withliold what He gives, nor can anyone give 
what He witliliolds. There is no limit to what He gives, and whatevei' He gives reaclies all His 
creation. 

Occurrence: Tliis naine is not nientionedm the Holy Qur'anbut ratlierin the Prophet's Sunnuh. |' 

Evidence: The Prophet, may Allahbless him and grant him peace, said, "...Allah is the Giver 
andl amAH2raStm(i.e, tlie distributor)..." (RepjrtedbyAl-Bgkhaaree) 





Meaning He lu s the best and perfect qualities. He is Beatitiful in His Being, and all His names, 
attributes and actions are also beautifuL 

Occurrence: This nanie is not mentioned in the Holy Qnr'an but rather in the Prophet's Sunnah. 

Evidence: The Messenger of Allah, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, said, "Allah is 
beaubM and loves beauty." (Feporttd by Muslim) 
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
